Tbe Teacher and Glass at Work 

(A Reprint) 

The school work shall be so planned that each day's 
lesson in each subject will be a step of progress in 
the work outlined in the course of study. In the half* 
y^ar of twenty weeks there will be at least two hundred 
recitation periods in a subject that is taught daily* 
Now, the teacher shall divide the year's work in a 
given subject into sections, and each section of the work 
will b^ made up of topics Sometimes a topic^wll' 
provide enough work fqr one, two. or more recitation 
periods. 

Careful preparation of the lesson must be made by 
the teacher or he cannot be successful in the classroom. 
He must know before coming to school what topic or 
topics he is going to take up in each class. The steps 
of each lesson must be taught out so that they can 
be carried in the mind. The better a teacher knows 
the general subject and the more independent he is 
of his text-book, the more successfully can he direct 
the recitation. 

This complete preparation for work will give the 
teacher confidence. The pupils also will have confidence 
in the teacher's instruction. 

As a help in conducting the lesson, the^teacher 
should prepare for himself a topical outline of the 
lesson. This outline should be made in a note-book 
kept especially for the purpose. Such a book wil' 
become still more valuable, if the teacher adds illus- 
trations that he has found in reading upon the subject. 
All notes and outlines should be neatly written in 
*ink. When the book is full, it may be indexed and 
put away for future use, and a new book begun. After 
the recitation, the teacher should think over what has 
been done, and note, for future help, where the work 
was poor or weak. In this way he will correct many 
of the errors that he sees in his work. 
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Altho every lesson should be plaiined as^a unit,>and 
must have a beginning' and an ending, each new lesson 
must be related to that which has been taught previously; 
for all new knowledge is understood by children very 
easily in its relation to things that they already know. 
If we try to tell a child about some new thing that we 
have seen, he will nearly always ask, "What does it look 
like?*' or will say that it must be like <5ome object that he 
knows. The little chifd who has seen horses, and for the 
first time sees a mule, is sure to call it a horse; or, when 
he f|pt sees a sheep, he may call it a dog^ because it looks 
more like a dog than like any other animal he knows. 
So a teacher should always try to lead children from 
things they know to things that are new. 

Therefore a good recitation begins with review qnes- 
tions, which call to mind the things that are known. 
Then, by referring to the known facts, the children 
are helped to perceive new ones. This leads us to 
observe the following order of steps in class recitation: — 

1. A brief review of the previous lessons. 

2. Questions leading the children to tell what they 
already know about the topic for the day. 

3. Questions leading the children to think towards 
facts that they do not as yet know. 

4. Introduction of new facts by the statement: **Let 
us try to find out....** 

5. Conclusions to be drawn from new facts. 

6. Summary of what has been considered. 

7. Assignment of tomorrow's lesson. 

It will be seen that to do all this well the classroom 
work must be Uvely, and that every moment must 
be occupied. The teacher can learn only by experience 
how long to make his lessons so that they may be 
covered by the class in just the time allowed for the 
recitation. It is better to plan so carefully that the 
class will be able to accomplish all that is outlined 
for the day. 



Regarding this matter, one of hour emiiieiit educators 
has said: **If one daily sets up objects to be accom- 
plished, and is successful in reaching them, he falls 
into the habit of succeeding. That instructor who daily 
leads his pupils to attain certain ends agreed upon is 
accustoming them to success; he is developing in them 
a belief in themselves which will cause their will actbn 
to be energetic and persistent/* 

The success of classroom work depends, therefore, 
upon right methods, and following these methods re 
quires careful, intelligent planning. The time that the 
successful teacher Impends in the classroom does not 
present all of his working hours. The careful prepa- 
ration of every lesson means a great deal of work, and 
those who think that the teacher has short hours and 
easy work are not well informed. But the teacher feels 
that he is rewarded for his lobor when he sees the 
growing intelligence of the boys and girls who are 
under his care. 

A word might be said about the teacher's manner in 
the classroom. He should be quiet, firm in manner, kindly 
and helpful, yet masterful. He should be alert and 
active, without too much show of hurry He should 
not appear too fond of sitting at ease . in his chair, 
although he should not tire himself too much by standing 
all day. He should compel attention whenever he 
speaks, and his class should be accustomed to obey 
his orders instantly. In presenting the lesson, he should 
show an earnestness that will make his pupils feel 
that the work of the hours is always important and worth 
doing. In short, he should so conduct himself that 
the pupils will respect his opinions, and will desire to 
immitate him in their efforts to do good work and to 
overcome difficulties.

Ilocos Sur and the Mountain Division both show an 
attendance of 93^/0; while Laguna, Nueva Vizcaya and 
Tarlac each has 900/0. 

—The last statement regarding the workings of the 
Philippine Postal Savings Bank shows that it now has 
256 branches in operation, 23 of these are first class, 
102 are second class and 131 are third class The 
number of accounts opened up to Dec. 31 of last year 
is 10,598, which, if compared to the number of accounts 
in November shows an increase of 290 accounts. The 
deposits last December 31, were t* 1,586,169 22 against 
l'i,56o,354.i5 last November, showing a gain in deposits 
of ^1*25,815.07. The accounts are distributed as follows: 
Fihpinos 6,450; Americans 3,4^6; Europeans 366; 
Asiatics 240, and society accounts 56.

Division Superintendents and teachers will be inte- 
rested %o know that the Bureau of Education made a 
good showing at the recent Carnival in Manila. Our 
exhibit occupied three buildings, the larger structure 
containing'the provincial exhibits was erected by students 
of the Philippine School of Arts and Trades and was 
the most sut>stantial building on the Carnival grounds. 
The schools of the City of Manila made a very excel- 
lent showing in the working exhibit of lace and embroi- 
dery making) hat wesg^^ing and domestic science. Ship 
nients from the provinces came in such large quantities 
that only the best articles could be shown. The work 
of trade schools was represented in a fine display of 
furniture. 

The buildings were visited by great numbers of V\- 
lipinos and Aif*ericans, and the exhibits were heartily 
commended by every one. Thousands of people by 
this means gained a new and more correct conception 
of what the Bureau of Education is doing in industrial 
lines. 

The total cash sales from the Bureau of Education 
exhibit amounted to ^4,275.52 and orders were placed 
approximating F 1,650.00. The articles not sold are now 
being boxed and crated and will be returned as soon 
as possible, with statement in each case to the division 
superintendent showing sales and. property returned. 
In spite of the fact that the greatest possible care was 
use to guard the exhibits, certain losses unavoidably 
occurred through theft and in some casses through the 
detachment of tags insecurely fastend to the objects. 
These losses will be treated of officially in each case later.

To the Director, 

Bureau of Eucation. 
Sir: 

I have the honor to inform you that it is the in- 
tention of this Bureau to inaugurate a movement for 
the cute of tuberculosis and to this end it is deemed 
advisable to start the project with a limited number 
of the most intelligent Filipinos who are afflicted with 
this desease. 

It is intended to make the movement a popular one 
by means of an attractive club-house and camp, where 
they will live hygienically, .sleep out doors, be pro- 
perly fed, given lectures, instructions and ali necessary 
medical and mursing attention. 

It is desiree that the various bureau Chiefs send any 
possible applicants among their male clerical force to 
the Bureau of Health Friday, February 18th, for a me- 
dical examination and selection of candidates, and for 
further discussion of particulars. 

It will be necessary to begin the campaing among 
unmarried Filipinos, and the idea is to accept only a 
limited number of incipient cases who will be able to 
continue in their work or profession while undergoing 
treatment. 

It is believe that a small initiative compaining of 
tilts kind resulting in a few speedy cures among in- 
telligent persons will best disseminate the knowledge 
of prophylactic measurers, proper diet etc. 

Any suggestions or aid you can give will be appre- 
ciated and pave the way for the larger campaing among 
the poorer classes.

La tnfluencia exaansiva del arte es un factor im* 
portante en el desarroHo de la cultura social y de la 
solidarJdad humana. Si el amor es el eje del mundo, 
el arte nace tambien de un sentim'ento de simpatfa 
hdcia los seres y las cosas que bajo formas finitas se 
presentan & la conteniplaci6n del arti«ta; pero este no 
se contenta con admirar lo belle y lo sublime, nece- 
cita ademds fij^r y cristaiizar en la obra de arte, lo 
finito y lo fugitivo, dandole una forma apropiada al 
arquetipo 6 ideal de belleza que se ha propuesto rea- 
lizar, para comunicarlo asi y hacer sentir sus propias 
emociones A sus semejantes, expresando en lenguaje 
elocuente la unidad y la variedad armonica de la na 
turaleza. Comprendido y expresado de este modo el 
arte, responde perfectamente como auxiliar poderoso 
de la cultura social i la finalidad del verdadero pro- 
greso humano. Pues segun Gauckler "el arte es el 
nifto mimadd de la humanidad; mientras ella viva, el 
arte recogera flores de belleza, porque no es otra cosa 
hablando con propiedad, qne el historiador verfdico de 
los hechos fntimos de la vida de los hombres y de 
los pueblos." Los vedas entonaron himnos a los dio 
ses iranios; entre los griegos, Hesiodo y Homero crea- 
ron la teogonia y las costurabres herdicas por medio 
de sus inmortales poemas; Egipto y la India grabaron 
sobre gigantescas moles de granito sus creencias re- 
iigiosas. Grecia esculpi6 en marmoles sus dioses per- 
sonales, hermosos.como los hombres de la Edad de Oro. 

El arte entonces in»erpretdba en sus creaciones las 
ideas dominantes y relig'osas de los antiguos pueblos 
hablando «a las multitudes ya por sCmbolos, ya con el 
lenguaje claro y preciso de la estatuaria griega; el 
arte como elemento de cultura, lejos de ser un lujo 
y un juego, es el lazo que unia los hombres con la 
divinidad..

cas, y expresara constantemente formas ignotas, sorpre- 
deotes, coincidieodo con los ideales de cada etapa 
de la civilizacion, porqne el arte no es mas que el 
reflpjo moral y material del ambiente que se respira 
en determ'nado tiempo y lugar. 

Terrninareraos este artfculo, augurando con un dis- 
guido historiador, Sa'omon Reinach ''que el arte en cl 
pres'ente siglo serd idea'ista y portico, d la vez que 
popular; traducira la eterna aspiracidn del hombre, de to- 
dos los hombres, hacia lo que hace falta a la vida 
diaria j^ comp^eta, hdcia esa superfluidad y ese lujo 
que reclama nuestra sensibilidad, y los cua'es no puede 
satisfacer ningun progreso de orden utilitario. Por lo 
tanto, lejos de creer que haya acabado la misi6n social 
del arte, 6 que este ha tocado a su mismo t^rmino, 
pienso que el siglo XX le concederd un lugar todavia 
mas grande y amplio que los precedentes. Tambien es de 
esperar que de una importancia creciente d la ensefianza 
del arte.

Una de las razones alegadas por el Dr. Barrows al 
oponerse a un aumento, es la circunstancia de que el 
maestro filipino gana aqui como el americano en Es- 
tados Unidos y como cualquier otro maestro del mundo. 
Se explica— decia el Dr. Barrows — que los maestros 
americanos perciban mayores sueldos en Eilipinas que 
los nativos, por la sencilla ra/.on de hallarse lejos de 
su patria y, por consiguiente, con mas necesidades y 
gastos que los nativos. Como se vc, el Dr. Barrows 
no ha Ifl'cho mas que rcpetir lo que ya se ha dicho 
tantas veces al tratarse de explicar la enorme diferenci^ 
entre el haber del americano y el del filipino en igiial- 
dad de circunstancias. 

El nativo como bcbe poco, come poco y se viste 
raenos, y ademas esta en su casa, no necesita cobrar 
como el empleado americano que, ademas de repre- 
sentar un trabajo 'importado mas caro, tiene que bebcr 
m^s, comer mas y vestirse mejor. 

Es tan convencional el valor de tal argumento.... 

^Que el maestro filipino percibe tanto como el macs 
tro americano en Estados Unidos?
